This three- 
way contract occurs since un­ 
der the laws of Ohio each of 
you has duties to your sprouse 
and to the state. 


THE HUSBAND, fo r in 
stance, has the primary duty 
to provide support for his fam­ 
ily. However, under s o me 
conditions, such as a disabling 
injury, the wife may be held 
responsible for the support. 
If either party to the mar­ 
riage is under 21 years of age, 
the marriage ceremony auto­ 
matically relieves the parents 
of most of their duty of sup 


port to that person. This is 
because the marriage emanci­ 
pates the married p e r s o n s 
from control of the parents. 
As a little pre - planning, 
each party should check ex­ 
isting insurance policies, wills 
and other important papers. 
They may call for a change 
in beneficiary, or some other 
notice. The bride will have a 
new name, so she s h o u l d 
change credit account names, 
driver’s license and other rec­ 
ords where n e c e s s a r y by 
checking with the p r o p e r 
store or agency.

er on weekends. They get up 
every morning at 7.

A—I assume that these chil­ 
dren no l o n g e r take nap s. 
Short nap s are a good idea at 
any age. In general, a 7-y ear- 
old should get about lP/4, a 9- 
y ear-old about 10‘A and an 11- 
y ear-old about 9’/^ hours sleep 
every night.

ANSWER; Fish g et the air they need from the water 
itself, hav ing g ills specially arrang ed for this. Other 
animals, swimming underwater but lack ing g ills, must 
breathe in surface air first, then hold it in their lung s as 
they submerg e. A g ood human swimmer can tak e a deep 
breath and swim underwater for quite a distance. Animals 
such as allig ators hav e v alv es which can close their 
windpipes, ears and nostrils so that they can stay under a 
quarter of an hour or more. Larg e whales, which need to 
feed below the surface, are capable of holding their breath 
for a long time. We show a big sperm whale catching a 
g iant squid, his fav orite prey, in v ery deep water. Such 
hug e whales can div e to 36 00 feet or more and stay under 
perhaps an hour. When they surface (lower picture), they 
blow out the warm, moist air they hav e been holding in, 
sending it out in a series of puffs. These condense in the 
air, mak ing v isible spouts. The whalemen say of such a 
sig ht: “ He’s hav ing his spouting s out.” After a whale has 
had his spouting s out, he’s ready to breathe in fresh air and 
div e down ag ain.

QI ES I ION: How long can whales hold their breath 
underwater?

A N SW ER: fish get the air they need from the water 
itself, having gills specially arranged for this. Other 
animals, swimming underwater but lacking gills, must 
breathe in surface air first, then hold it in their lungs as 
thev submerge. A good human swimmer can take a deep 
breath and swim underwater for quite a distance. Animals 
such as alligators have valves which can close their 
windpipes, ears and nostrils so that they can stav under a 
quarter of an hour or more. Large whales, which need to 
feed below the surface, are capable of holding their breath 
for a long time. We show a big sperm whale catching a 
giant squid, his favorite prey, in very deep water. Such 
huge whales can dive to 3600 feet or more and stay under 
perhaps an hour. When they surface (lower picture), they 
blow out the warm, moist air they have been holding in, 
sending it out rn a series of puffs. These condense in the 
air, making visible spouts. The whalemen say of such a 
sight: “ He’s having his spoutings out.” After a whale has 
had his spoutings out, he’s ready to breathe in fresh air and 
dive down again.
